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Ap whereas moſt other Languages have been changed and For- 
rupted, ſo as in length of Time to become in à great Meaſure unintel- 
ligible; we have undoubted Proofs that the Britiſh has continued very 
near the ſame, at leaſt for twelve hundred Tears paſt; the Compoſi- 
tions of the famous Poet Tale/n, the two Merddins, Anturin Wawdrydd, 
and Prince Llwarch ben, who all flouriſhed in the fifth Century,; be- 
ing, at this Day, perfectly intelligible in this Language. 

TRESsE intrinſic Excellencies of the Britiſß Language, among other 
Things, give us a high Idea of the natural and acquired Abilities of 
the Antient Britons; and ate preſumptive Proofs that they were a po- 
lite and learned People: For, if we confider how great an Effort of 
the human Mind it is to form a Language, how rude and imperfect 


the firſt Models of it generally are, and by what ſlow Gradations it 


advances towards Perfection; it muſt be confeſſed to have been the 
Work of great Art and Genius to carry the Britiſb Language to ſuch 
a Degree of Beauty and Exactneſs. But, as it frequently happens, that 
no Excellency can always be ſecure from Detraction and ill Treatment, 
it has been the Fate of this truly ancient and noble Language to be 


deſpiſed; and that for no other viſible Reaſon, but becauſe it is not 


underſtood; and even amongſt thoſe whoſe Mother- Tongue it is, whe- 
ther from an Aﬀectation of Novelty,” or an Indolence of Temper, or 
from whatever other Cauſe it proceeds, few take the Pains to attain 
a critical Knowledge of it, and to ſtudy its Beauties 
To cultivate therefore a Language fo excellent in itſelf, ſo fruitful 
in many venerable and undoubted Monuments of Antiquity, ſo highly 


uſeful and indeed neceſſary, to the Reſtoration and Improvement, not 
only of the Hiſtory of Great Britain and Ireland, but likewiſe of ſeve- 


ral Countries upon the Continent; and to make it more thoroughly 
and generally underſtood; Grammars and Dictionaries of it have been 


written by ſeveral Perſons of great Ingenuity and Learning: But as the 

Field is large, and a Work of this kind is not without length of 
Time and much Difficulty brought to any degree of Perfection; it is 

reaſonable to ſuppoſe, that what the utmoſt Efforts of a few have not 


been able to accompliſn, will be more ſucceſsfully effected by the united 
Labours of many. 

To this End, a conſiderable Number of Perſons, Natives of the 
Principality of Wales, now reſiding in and about London, inſpired with 
the Love of their common Country, and conſulting the Honour of the 
Britiſh Name, propoſe to eſtabliſh a general Monthly Society, diſtin-

THE Reſolution and Perſeverance with which this charitable 
Inſtitution was carried on in the Beginning, but more Eſpecially- 7 
the 2 Examples of the Gentlemen concerned, ſoon induced 
many well- diſpoſed Chriſtians, as well Country men as others, to 
promote it, by either becoming themſelves, or getting their 
Friends to be Annual Subſcribers, or giving temporary Benefac- 

tions: And thereupon the Society immediately — that the
